El Camino 
Budget at 
$9,700,000

A budget of $9,714,073 was 
adopted by the El Camino Col­ 
lege Board of Trustees at a 
meeting Monday evening. The 
budget for fiscal 1963 includes 
$4,225.791 in capital outlays.

The new budget is $1.225.000 
higher than the 1962 budget of 
$8,061.248.

In adopting the budget, the 
trustees pointed out the in­ 
crease in cost per student at 
the college. This year's figure 
Is expected to be $682.99. or 
about $62 more than the figure 
for last year.

Salary increases and jumps 
in the price of equipment and 
materials for the college were 
cited as the main reason for 
the jump in the budget.

The capital outlay budget 
includes $700,000 for site im­ 
provement, and $3,017,847 for 
new buildings. Three buildings 
are under construction on the 
campus at this time.

Local aerospace industries 
will be invited to provide 
photographic display* depict 
ing the various aviation and 
space products manufactured 
in Torrance and the Southwest 
area.

Civie Leader, Contractor Dies in Airplane Crash
Youth lost a friends Satur­ 

day when a chain of events 
ended in the death of Basil E. 
Cunningham following an air­ 
plane crash in Delano.

Cunningham, a prominent 
youth organizer and a Rolling 
Hills Estates contractor with 
offices in Torrance, died in a 
Delano hospital shortly after 
he was pulled from his 310 
Cessna which crashed about 
500 yards south of the Delano 
airport.

Along with his two sons and
friend, Cunningham had

driven to the Delano area for a
weekend camping trip when
his camper broke down.

He flew back to Torrance

witli a friend, and although he 
seldom flew at night, was re­ 
turning to Delano in his small 
plane with an axle for his 
camper-truck when the plane 
crashed.

A WITNESS reported a flash 
of fire just before the crash, 
but the Civil Aviation Board 
has yet to determine the cause 
of the fatal crash.

Cunningham was a former 
director of the Hollywood Rivi­ 
era Rotary Club and originator 
and chairman of the club's pro­ 
gram to build a youth center 
in El Retiro Park and donate 
it to the city of Torrance.

He had been pushing the

project for more than a year 
and had recently won city ap­ 
proval to begin. He was sup­ 
posed to start on the ground­ 
breaking last Monday.
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CUNNINGHAM encouraged 
the Victor Woman's Club in 
Torrance to duplicate the 
youth center in Victor Park 
and donate it to the city.

The women's club adoptee' 
the project and recently had ii 
approved by the city council.

The contractor, who lived a 
3354 Empty Saddle Road, Rol 
ing Hills Estates, maintaine 
his office at 24453 Hawthorn 
Blvd., Torrance.
